He 
states that the plan has proved a very profitable 
method of advertising, the money results to him being 
altogether out of proportion to the amount of labor in- 
volved. 

The practice appeals to us as being an excellent one, 
one that cannot fail to awaken the interest of the 
farmer and his family, as its home destination is one in 
which due and careful consideration is altogether apt 
to be given to the advertising items and to the adver- 
tised articles. A merchant who will thus conduct his 
advertising affairs certainly will as prudently look 
after the general affairs of his business, and therefore 
may be reckoned a shrewd and desirable patron for 
those who seek his trade. 








Ir 1s surely high time for us to awake to a lively 
realization of the fact that in the matter of efficient 
trade schools we are away behind in the 


peg procession of the nations. As THE 
e ° 
School AMERICAN ARTISAN pointed out hereto- 


fore, most of the countries of Eu- 
rope are now rich in the possession of schools for tech- 
nical instruction that are considerably ahead of our 
own institutional efforts as far as practical utility is 
concerned. In the United States we seem to be pass- 
ing through the stage of mutual encouragement and 
discussion, and have not yet begun to climb the heights 
of practical attainment in the education of our neglect- 
ed youth in the mechanical arts. True, we can point 
to one or two scattered institutions, here and there, 
that attempt to build up and bring forth a new gen- 
eration of mechanics to replace those who are passing 
away. And it is also true that we are beginning to 
hear of bequests for the establishment and support of 
such institutions. But of deliberate, organized effort 
to fill our immense wants in this direction there is un- 
fortunately little evidence at present. An awakening 
of the public conscience in this regard would appear 
to be imperatively demanded by our industrial condi- 


‘tions, and in this respect the trade journals of the 


country are doing splendid service. 

The practical modern trade journal is a trade school 
in itself. It reaches out and gathers the best and the 
freshest technical information that is to be had relat- 


ing to the art or the craft which it repre- 
sents and dispenses the prized information regu- 
larly, systematically and ofteh in what may be 
considered set lectures in sequence or otherwise. 
And moreover the educational information thus 
dispensed is commonly of the most modern and 


practical character that leads far out in advance of or- 
dinary text books. Practical modern shop experiences 
of practical mechanics forms the basis of much of the 
technical matter used by modern trade journals and not 
infrequently divisions of their regular work are set 
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aside for the sole purpose of promptly attending to re- 
quests for information relating to educational matters 
relating to the technical features they represent re- 
spectively. 

From the columns of the journals that represent their 
trades, often in an official or semi-official capacity, the 
young mechanics of to-day and the budding mechanics 
still in apprenticeship may learn much of value to 
them in their daily work, and may pick up from week 
to week many time-saving and labor-saving wrinkles 
that will stand them in good stead as they advance in 
their chosen trades. In such departments of the trade 
journal, for instance, as the Tinshop, for many years a 
leading feature of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, the young 
mechanic and the learner may obtain in_ the 
course of a single year a multiplicity of hints and a 
wealth of information for which the ordinary subscrip- 
tion price of the paper is no shadow of recompense. 
Hence the value of the trade journal that deals with 
technical matters can hardly be over-estimated, and 
every young mechanic should be a cheerful subscriber 
to the journals of his trade. In some cases there are a 
number of such publications, in other trades perhaps 
but one or two, but whether there be one or many the 
mechanic, young or old, may rely upon it that in these 
days of rapid progress in all the arts and crafts it will 
surely pay him to keep closely in touch with all the lit- 
terature of his chosen vocation. It is easily seen there- 
fore that the trade paper is an extremely valuable ad- 
junct of the trade school. The technical schools that 
are now so prominent a feature of the educational sys- 
tems of Europe are of various kinds and are multifari- 
ous in their scope. There are schools supported by 
the state or province and by the nation; schools under 
municipal control and schools operated in the interest 
of particular trades. But everywhere we see the es- 
sential feature sadly lacking in our American treat- 
ment of this important question, namely, the universal 
recognition of the principle that it is the business of 
the government, whether state or municipal, to train 
up the mechanics of the future and see that the supply 
does not run out. To this principle many leaders of 
American thought cheerfully subscribe, but the great 
mass of our people have still that lesson to learn. 
Loose talk of “paternalism” in government, applied to 
a system of industrial education, is ridiculous in the 
extreme, since industrial education of our youth is but 
a means of securing and retaining commercial pros- 
perity and supremacy among the nations—surely a 
worthy object of nationalendeavor. In the rush of 
modern industrialism, especially in America, the old 
system of apprenticeship is altogether unavailing to 
supply the continuous demand for mechanics. Many 
labor organizations seek to limit the number of ap- 
prentices that may be employed in any particular shop 
or industry, preferring apparently to fill their ranks 
from time to time with foreign recruits, and the na- 
tive-born American boy does not get a square deal. 
True, we welcome the stranger mechanic to our shores 
and profit by his labor, but surely at least an equal op- 
portunity should be afforded to the homegrown boy, 
and the advocates of a modern system of trade schools 
for the United States are laboring patriotically in his 
interest. Trade schools of the highest type train the 
mechanical genius of the young as well as their hands. 
























































They encourage the highest forms of mechanical en- 
deavor and have, besides, the great additional advan- 
tage of elevating the manual trades in the estimation 
of their pupils, if not of glorifying manual labor. 
Kings and emperors have set the provident example 
to parents of having their children instructed in some 
useful art or handicraft, and few of us there are who 
have not heard the lament of the unsuccessful in the 
overcrowded professions, “Oh, that I had learned a 
trade!” 

The need of trade schools in our modern life is al- 
most undisputed. Opinions differ mainly as to 
methods. One important principle should of course 
underlie all manual training, and that is, to make the 
pupil, not an ordinary, passable workman, but an ef- 
ficient, intelligent mechanic of the highest order. 








In figuring mercantile profits a grievous error is 
very commonly made by taking the cost price as the 
basis of the calculation. Thus, it is often 
How to said that if a merchant buys an article 
Figure : 
Profits. 2 $10 a dozen and sells it for $12 a 
dozen, he will make a profit of 20 per 
cent—that is 20 per cent on the cost price. If he 
congratulates himself that he has made any such 
profit in reality, however, he is very wide of the mark 
and is doomed to ultimate disappointment. In figur- 
ing in such a way he has totally forgotten to take into 
consideration the selling expense, which surely 
diminishes his profit, and a better basis for roughly 
calculating profit therefore is on the selling and not 
on the cost price. Thus, in the example used, it is 
urged by good mercantile authorities that the profit 
should be figured on the sale at $12 a dozen, which 
shows 162-3 per cent instead of 20. Elementary 
school books, unfortunately, do not make this dis- 
tinction in their examples of percentages of profit and 
the erroneous idea has therefore grown up and be- 
come very widespread. It is only when the merchant 
finds that the cash in his possession does not corrob- 
erate his calculations of profit that he awakes to 
realize that there has been something radically wrong 
with his arithmetic. The wrong figuring of profits 
creates a decided danger in retail business. If a man 
thinks he is making a larger profit than is really the 
case, he is very apt to be careless of expense. He 
may congratulate himself that the business will stand 
certain expenses that are in fact eating up and wiping 
out his profits altogether. It is not improbable—in 
fact, it is practically certain—that many a business 
failure has resulted in part, if not altogether, from 
continued miscalculation of the profits and consequent 
reckless expenditure in carrying on the business. This 
danger is an ever present one in retail trade and it 
is one to which associations of the hardware trade the 
sheet metal trade, the stove trade and others will do 
well to call the attention of their members from time 
to time. Careful attention given to the question of cor- 
rect calculation of the percentage of profit will repay 
every man in retail business. Neglected by the schools, 
it should form an essential part of business education. 
A sciem.%¢ calculation of the profit made on any 
article takes “nto account every item of selling ex- 
pense, since ev. ty article in the store must bear its 
proportionate sha.e of the expense incurred indis-

posing of it to the retail customer. To the actual 
original cost must therefore be added such items as 
freight, rent, storage, clerk hire, insurance, wear and 
tear, and all the many incidentals that enter into the 
selling expenses of every merchant. These may in 
the light of experience be calculated as so much per 
cent on any given quantity of goods sold and the net 
profit on a bill of goods may be figured by the mer- 
chant with some degree of accuracy when he has de- 
termined the proportion which. his selling expense 
bears, Say, to average receipts. But in fixing a sell- 
ing price it is futile to follow the school-books and 
figure that if one wants to make a profit of 20 per 
cent on any line of goods all one has to do is to 
add 20 per cent to the cost price. A close figuring of 
expenses is absolutely essential to ultimate success.

The Riverside plant of the National Tube Co. of 
Benwood, W. Va., employing 4,000 hands, will, it is 
stated, resume work in all departments on January 6. 

We are advised that the Scranton Stove Works of 
Scranton, Pa., has in process of erection a new two- 
story warehouse of ninety by one hundred feet in area. 

The Cambria Steel Co. at Johnstown, Pa., which 
laid off 5,000 hands recently, will, it is said, re-employ 
75 per cent of them to begin work Jan. 2, 1908. All 
departments will resume work. 

F. A. Klaine & Co., stove manufacturers of Cincin- 
nati, ©., have taken a five year lease upon premises 
at the southwest corner of Central avenue and Front 
street for a term of five years, with an option of pur- 
chase upon the property. 

It is reported that Mr. Frank P. Glazier, president 
of the Glazier Stove Company of Chelsea, Mich., who 
has been confined to his home ever since his financial 
troubles were made public recently, is improving in 
many ways and it is thought he is on a fair way to re- 








covery. 

We learn from the various stove pattern making 
companies, that a wonderful state of activity is present 
among them because of an unusually large number of 
stove patterns that are being ordered by stove manu- 
facturers that will probably go into the sand about 
the middle of 1908. 

It is reported that the Detroit Trust Co. has been 
appointed receiver for the Glazier Stove Co. of Chel- 
sea, Mich.

The remainder of the ter- 
ritory covered will be taken care of through trade 
journals for the year. 


The Ward-Dickey Steel Company of Indiana Har- 
bor, Indiana, has appointed the W. H. Daycock, Jr., & 
Co. of New York City as Eastern representatives of 
the company, the product of which is Dickey Plan- 
ished Sheet Steel, which has become so very popular 
in the trade within the past two years. This sheet 
steel is made by original processes that are controlled 
by the company. It is finished under powerful plan- 
ishing hammers and is packed for shipment in metal 
cases. It is one of the popular sheet steel products of 
the céuntry. 


A piece of stove pipe that apparently breaks the rec- 
ord is being exhibited by Gus Brelding, a hardware 
and stove dealer at Sterling, Illinois.

WORLD’S GREATEST BELL. 





The largest bell in the world is to be seen at the 
Temple of Ularo, in Kioto, Japan. It hangs in a 
tower on the hill and is said to be almost perfect in 
tone. It is found by measurement to exceed in size 
the great bells at Pekin and Moscow, which are so 
famous. The entire surface of this wonderful bell is 
covered with Chinese and Sanscrit characters, but no 
modern Japanese scholar can translate them. It is 24 
feet, high, and 16 inches thick at the rim. When the 
bell was cast, or by whom, is lost in the shades of 
antiquity. The Japanese make the most wonderfully 
musical bells in the world. They are called “rin,” 
and beyond their graceful outlines and beauty of 
metal, at the first glance there is little to indicate the 
high value placed by the Japanese upon these “bronze 
bowls.” But no sooner is the slightest*touch applied 
to their rims than their extrordinary qualities are re- 
vealed, and the listener acknowledges that in the mak- 
ing of bells, as in many other arts, the Japanese pos- 
sess secrets yet unknown in other countries.

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QUALITY OF WROUGHT IRON. 





The quality of wrought iron is known by its fiber ; 
that is, a good quality ought to stand a large amount 
of bending when cold, and when broken should show 
a fibrous structure. Should it break off short, after 
the manner of cast iron, it is evident that the iron 
is of poor quality. In testing iron in this manner it 
should not be nicked, as that produces crystallization.

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METALLIC REVOLVING DISPLAY STANDS, 


A practical revolving display stand that is nicely 
made in sheet metal is one of the products of the Re- 
volving Bin Company, Wellston, Ohio. It is built in 
pyramidal form, there being five separate sections to 
it that are placed one above the other upon a substan- 
tial central metallic post upon which each of the sev- 
eral sections revolve freely no matter how heavily 
loaded. Each one of the divisions or trays is divided 
into several sections by triangular partitions which are 
of full height at the post and run to a point at the 
outer edge of the tray. This device should be one of 
exceeding convenience in stores where many classes or 
sizes of goods are sought to be displayed within a 
compact space. The height of the device is about five 
feet, thus allowing an interval of about a foot between

each of the revolving sections. An advantage of the 
device is in that one may stand in a single spot and 
by revolving the sections be able to reach and examine 
every item upon the several sections of the stand. It 
is suggested that the revoling display stand would be 
nicely adaptable for window display purposes as its 
construction will permit of exhibiting many articles or 
many classes or sizes of articles with a small amount 
of floor space occupied. 

The device in itself which is very nicely finished and 
attractive in appearance might invite a considerable in- 
terest among window gazes. This suggestion, which 
is not a bad one, is well worth considering. The com-

A RAP AT MISREPRESENTATION. 





We are advised by Pres. Frederick Neudorff of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association of St. Joseph, Mo., that 

With a view to heading off mail order houses, steel 
range peddlers and-other vendors against whom mis- 
representations for the purpose of inducing sales may 
be proven, the merchants of St. Joseph, Mo., have 
caused to be introduced into the common council an 
ordinance relating thereto which is as follows: 

“Section 1. That all itinerant vendors of mer- 
chandise shall be required to execute a bond in the 
sum of $500 for the purpose of guaranteeing to the 
people of the city of St. Joseph the reliability, char- 
acter and quality of the goods and merchandise of- 
fered for sale, and also the statements made regard- 
ing them both orally or by medium of print. Said 
bond shall be approved by the city comptroller and 
‘tthe form of the same approved by the city counselor. 
Said bond shall be filed with the city auditor and shall 
be in force and effect during all of the time said 
vendor or vendors are engaged in business in the city 


of St. Joseph. 


Section 2. Any person, firm or corporation violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum not more than one hun- 
dred dollars for each and every offense.”

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Heating and Ventilating 


WANTED PRACTICAL IDEAS. 








There appears in connection herewith a second in- 
teresting communication of the practical type that re- 
lates to furnace selling and furnace setting that is 
along the same line of thought as that published in 
our issue of December 28, which came to us from 
Mr. Chas. Ewalt of Minot, N. D. Following here- 
with is a second communication of like merit from the 
same author and also another communication running 
along practically the same line that has been brought 
out by the appeal made by Mr. Ewalt for contribu- 
tions on practical topics in his former letter. We trust 
that the effect made by the correspondents whose let- 
ters here appear will awaken sufficient interest among 
practical tinners, roofers, furnace setters and practical 
furnace men generally and induce them to submit 
some of their practical ideas for use under this same 
heading. It should be remembered in this connection 
that all we require is facts as they exist and expe- 
riences as merchants and mechanics have had them. 
We are quite prepared to take care of all of the em- 
bellishment of fitters that.come to us and present them 
in satisfactory form. 

There are quite a few places, especially in this northwest, 
where other methods of heating than hot air have preference. 
But there are reasons for this, and one is that the furnace 
business is not looked after as it should be; another is that 
persons have tried to install plants that knew nothing about 
them. 

POOR INSTALLATION RUINS BUSINESS. 

Let me say to the dealer for the benefit of the manu- 
facturer and the consumer, don't try to sell a furnace unless 
you know that it will be properly installed. You will not 
only lose the confidence of your customgrs and perhaps ex- 
perience. some difficulty in receiving youg pay, but you have 
killed the furnace business in your locality, and no matter if 
you secure the services of the best furnace man in the coun- 
try it would take a lot of “hot air” talk to induce a man to 
buy a furnace when his neighbor has one that he knows is a 
failure. 

I have often asked those who have a heating plant of 
some kind and also those who have none, what kind of heat 
they preferred. To those who favor hot water, I inquire, 
why? Some have said it was impossible to heat a house with 
a furnace when a cold wind was blowing, or the continual 
circulation of the air causes it to become impure, and some 
have said they had a water plant installed because there was 
no one in the town that could put in hot air and do it right. 

CORRECT INFORMATION’ AVAILABLE. 

To a certain extent this statement is true, and yet there 
is no reason for it, if the tinner or furnace man will use a 
little good judgment and get away from the old methods used 
fifty years ago and read the trade papers and the different 
furnace catalogues, they all of which have more or less in- 
formation regarding the setting of a furnace and the sizes of 
pipes and registers for different sized rooms, and all this in 
connection with your own ideas should enable you to install 
a plant that will give satisfaction. 

Don’t be afraid of having too much return air as that is 
one of the most common errors among furnace men. I have 
seen hot air registers with short supply pipes that were acting 
as returns, only because there was not a sufficient supply of 
air to fill the pipes. 

COLD AIR SUPPLY. 

Some people insist on having an outside cold air connec- 

tion which I never make larger than ten inches with a close 
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damper. I consider this more as an item of expense than as 
a necessity, as I have never yet seen a contractor or builder 
that could build an air tight house. There is always more or 
less fresh air coming in around the windows and doors, and 
when an outside door is opened for a person to pass in or 
out there is certainly a good supply of air entering. 
_VENTILATION. 

Be sure to ventilate the sleeping rooms on the second floor. 
It not only helps the furnace to heat those rooms but it gives 
the occupants pure air and it is better than having the window 
partly open, which often causes a draft. This is easily done 
in an old as well as a new house. If in a new house there is 
to be a chimney with a vent flue, then make an oval pipe of 
the same capacity as a five inch round and place one in the 
outside wall of each room extending from the baseboard to 
the basement. Turn these out at the top through the base- 
board for a four and one-half by six and one-half face and 
make a connection at the bottom for a five inch round pipe. 


Or if in a house without a veni flue, cut a hole in the base-, 


board for the same size face on the inside wall and also cut 
out a part of the plate directly above in the attic, thus making 
the space between the studding the same as a flue and you 


will find that the foul air on the floor will draw into’ the 


attic, but to make the work more perfect place a pipe over the 
openings in the attic and conduct the air to the chimney as an 
opening in the chimney at that point will not affect the draft 
of the furnace. CuAs. Ewa tt, Minot, N. Dak.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


I am sorry to say that my furnace experience is in some 
directions quite in line with the criticisms put forth by Mr. 
Charles Ewalt in the December 28 issue of your valuable’ 
paper. For a number of years I did business in a prosperous 
small city in Ohio, but sold my hardware business on a good 
offer and settled in Nebraska and went into the hardware 
business. I have always succeeded well in my furnace de- 
partment because I have always had the agency of the best 
hot air furnaces I could buy; at least that is my opinion. 
I have been through the competition against cheap furnaces 
once, only to find I am again mixed up in it out here. My 
furnace is an expensive one and I will not tolerate anything 
cheap or wrong or even questionable in its installation, so as 
a matter of fact I am in some direction classed as a “robber” 
by people who are looking for furnaces at prices all set up 
that I couldn’t for a moment consider. I have been once or 
twice tempted to carry also a cheap furnace and cheap equip- 
ments but each time decided not to do so for the reason that 
I intend to stay here and feel that I can make more money 
on the square than in any other way, and I begin to realize 
that I have acted wisely, for in increasing numbers I am 
gradually pulling out cheap, worthless furnaces and putting 
in my good ones to replace them, and this is leading to many 
changes that I am getting the benefit of. My worst enemy 
is the furnace dealer who sells good high priced furnaces 
about the same as my prices who doesn’t know how to prop- 
erly install them and the many failures along this line gives 
the impression with many people that all hot air furnaces 
are “gold bricks.” In some instances for my own preserva- 
tion I have deliberately assisted competitors in their in- 
stallations and made them correct solely because I felt that 
their failures would directly hurt my business. I think with 
Mr. Ewalt that too many dealers who sell furnaces are 
cowards and afraid to offer good furnaces at good prices. 
I also think that furnace manufacturers should refuse to sell 
to dealers who are totally ignorant in regard to furnace in- 
stallation. , Very truly yours,

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AS TO THE FALKENHAINER PLANS, 


“Barnaby” in the following communication goes into 
the discussion of the Falkenhainer combination resi- 
dence heating plan which has been in some of its as- 
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ects a matter of contention between Mr. Otto Falk- 
nhainer and Mr. Sam Sloan in previous issues of 
[HE AMERICAN ARTISAN. It is fair to presume that 
many other practical furnace men have views of their 
wn concerning the contentions, and we should be 
creatly pleased to hear from any or all of them. 

lo THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 

The main contention in the Falkenhainer residence heat- 
ing plantas between Mr. Falkenhainer and “Sam Sloan” ap- 
pears to be concerning the use of the hot water combination 
which is made a part of the furnace and the heating capacity 
of the furnace or. the combination, Mr. Falkenhainer con- 
tending that “the theat is sent to the radiators at the expense 
of the hot air system,” and Mr. Sam Sloan contending that 
this is only partly true. In my practice I hold that a certain 
amount of fuel in any kind of furnace produces only a fixed 
amount of heat and that heat if the furnace casing refuses 
to distribute any of it because of its non-conducting quality, 
the heat must go somewhere and none of it is lost. If the 
furnace capacity is such as will take care of the apartments 
furnished through registers and one, two or more radiators, 
well and good all will be supplied, but if its capacity is only 
such as will take care of the registers and only one -radiator, 
naturally the addition of one or more radiators or one or 
more registers, for that matter, will of course decrease the 
amount of heat sent to every heating opening or radiator. 
If the combination furnace has. been properly chosen for 
the capacity required of it, that capacity will be properly 
taken care of by the heat produced, whether transmitted by 
hot air through registers or hot water by radiators, and I 
cannot see how the register heating suffers because of radia- 
tor or radiators. The heat is produced. It goes somewhere 
and if the installation is correct it goes where directed by the 
plans. Of course a certain amount of heat is required to 
get the hot water into proper circulation, but it also requires 
a certain amount of heat to get the furnace into a condition 
that will enable it to give off its surplus .and commonly 
the one acts about as quickly as the other. If in any case the 
register heat suffers because of the radiator capacity the 
radiator must also suffer because of the register capacity and 
this must naturally mean an insufficient furnace capacity. I 
should like to have other practical furnace men get into this 
discussion. It will do them all good to write about it and 
it appears to be a topic that is well worthy of consideration.

Papers were filed in voluntary bankruptcy proceed- 
ings in the United States court in Buffalo on Decem- 
ber 21 against the Lisk Manufacturing Company of 
Canandaigua, N. Y., and the Reed Manufacturing 
Company of Newark, N. Y. Judge Hazel named 
Frank H. Garlock of Newark and Henry Boller of 
Buffalo as receivers of the two estates. The bond 
for each petition was placed at $100,000. 

It is stated that the aggregate debts of the two com- 
panies amount to $1,556,215, of which $1,479.450 is 
represented by paper held by banks in New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago and Providence. Both companies 
have more than a million dollars’ worth of manufac- 
tured goods and stock on hand at the present time. 

It is said that the officers had found it impossible 
to continue the financing of the largest indebtedness in 
the present condition of the money market and deemed 
it best to put the company into bankruptcy with a view 
to liquidating their indebtedness and eventually reor- 
ganizing the companies. There seems no doubt that 
every creditor will be paid in full and the plants, equip- 
ment and business be left intact for the stockholders. 
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The Lisk company manufactures enamel ware. The 
Reed company was absorbed by the Lisk company five 
years ago. The receivers will continue to operate the 
plants and the 850 employes will not be thrown out of 
work. The capital stock of the Lisk company is $2,- 
000,000, all paid in. The capital stock of the Reed 
company, $500,000, is owned by the Lisk company.

Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

This is the dead season of the year in hardware 
matters and customarily the week now just passed, 
together with the succeeding one, are almost wholly 
devoted to inventories, rearrangement of lines and re- 
adjustment of business policies, so of course little in 
the way of trade is even thought of either among 
manufacturers, jobbers or retailers. We learn that 
generally the holiday trade among retailers through- 
out the month was greater in volume than for a num- 
ber of years, both as to quantity of goods sold and 
as to aggregate profit. Possibly within a cou- 
ple of weeks from this writing the inquiry for 
spring goods, builders’ hardware and farm and gar- 
den tools will be well under way. It is to be expected 
that the summing up of profits and losses for 1907 
will bring gratifying results. Retailers owe less mon- 
ey on their stocks in hand than is usual at this period 
and the cloud of financial uneasiness has floated away 
so that there may be expected an early and vigorous 
hardware campaign beginning early and continuing 
strong through the year 1908. There will be found 
few readjustments in prices anywhere in the line al- 
though naturally some are always looked for with the 
changing of years and seasons. 

Wire nails are firm at $2.23 cars to jobbers, and 
$2.28 cars to retailers. Cut nails iron cut cars to job- 
bers $2.38; cars to retailers $2.43. Steel cut cars to 
jobbers $2.28; cars to retailers $2.33. The barb wire 
inquiry is active for this season. Quotations are, 
painted cars to jobbers $2.38; cars to retailers $2.43; 
galvanized cars to jobbers $2.68; cars to retailers 
$2.73. Plain fencine wire market is quiet but prices 
remain firm at $2.08 Chicago for car lots to jobbers 
and $2.15 cars to retailers. Recent action by the hot 
air furnace registers and borders brought changes in 
discounts shown in the following quotations which 
now govern, namely. Black and white Japanned and 
plated, discount now 70 and 10. Faces—Black and 
white Japanned and plated, discount now 75 and Io. 
White porcelain enamelled, discount 50 and Io. 
Brass and bronze, discount 40 per cent. 

COPPER. 

Copper prices were again marked up slightly dur- 
ing the week. The advance was not thought to be 
warranted by the actual condition of the market, how- 
ever, and the new figures, like the old ones are partly 
nominal, owing to the stagnation of business. The 
attitude of the market is a waiting one, a condition of 
affairs that bids fair to continue for some time yet. 
Dealers say that the general improvement in business 
is slowly extending to the finished copper trade. and 
that some buying is sure to develop in January, but 
it is believed that this would have to assume very 
large proportions before the surplus copper 4n_ this 
country is sufficiently reduced'to warrant an advance 
based on the actual statistical position of the metal. 
The slight advance recently was partly instigated by 





the improvement in the warrant market in London, be- 
ing an equalization of prices between the two mar- 
kets. The New York Metal Exchange quotes the 
market firm at 13%4@13%c for lake, 1334@135c for 
electrolytic and 13%@13%c for casting copper. 

The London market plainly shows the effects of 
manipulation. Best selected on Tuesday was un- 
changed at £65, while standard spot and futures ad- 
vanced 10s to £61 5s and £62 5s, respectively. 

Exports from New York were 2,663 tons, or 32,964 
tons since Dec. 1. Arrivals at Perth Amboy were 
about 410 tons bars from Mexico.

Not that the week has shown direct sales 
but the amount of inquiry and the nature thereof in- 
dicate almost unerringly that the early weeks of 1908 
will find a generous activity in sales. Some of the 
plans of the railways are alredy pretty well under- 
stood and others will be made known during January 
and it is confidently expected that among them some 
large tonnages will be placed for rails and equipment 
calling for much pig iron as the railways are awaken- 
ing following a hesitation occasioned by the attitude 
of the government relating to railway matters in 1907. 
The inquiry that is being made by the large structural, 
bridge, building and industrial manufacturing con- 
cerns along lines that relate ultimately to pig iron are 
also highly encouraging. Iron is now low and antici- 
pation of early increases ‘in prices is likely to push all 
classes of melters into the market quickly, as there is 
little iron in sight.

Matthew, Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

One thing is sure about the New Year—it is beginning a 
good deal better than the Old Year closed November and 
December certainly were months to try one’s soul, but it seems 
as if the worst had already happened and passed. We have 
had such a jolt in the iron business that we certainly know 
how a man feels who has been knocked down by an autorno- 
bile and run over, and while we are battered and bruised, ap- 
parently no bones are broken for we are able to begin to get 
up and try to walk again. 

There has been a tremendous time of falling prices and 
of readjustment of labor costs and getting down to hard-pan 
generally. Business in November and December was so bad 
that some weak-kneed individuals began to think that the 
world could get along without iron and that it was to be one 
of the luxuries that might be dispensed with, but no one thinks 
that just now. Inquiry has revived this week. There have 
been very good sales of iron, and demand has been growing: 
from day to day. The most encouraging thing about the de 
mand is that it is conservative. Consumers are asking for 
what they really need, and as showing their faith in the situa- 
tion, the demand is not now as it has been for a carload lot or 
two for immediate shipment, but melters are asking for prices. 
either for the first quarter of the year or for the first half andi 
we have had one or two inquiries running through September 

From all of the signs it appears as if the iron business 
were hastening to get back into its normal state. Of course 
we must remember that for several years it has been in an 
abnormal state—abnormally good. 

Coke has been in much livelier demand than for the past 
ninety days. With the resumption of industrial activity coke 
is necessarily in larger volume and the outlook is distinctly 
brighter. 

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

It is one of the brightest features in the trade that at the 

. 

present time furnace stocks are comparatively small and there 
has not been, either in prices, supply or the action of makers or 
buyers of pig iron, any such truly panicky indications as have 
been in evidence in the past. The decline in production has 
been sudden but properly thought out, and all of this treat- 
ment of conditions is going to work for the best. - It will re- 
sult in a quicker return of normal conditions and more rapid 
readjustment of prices, and is simply another and true indica- 
tion of the fundamentally sound and sane basis of trade gen- 
erally and the iron trade as one of its principal .elements 

During 1907 the export of our leading products was great- 
er by varying figures over those of the year before, m almost 
every line this increase being evident. This business in bread 
stuffs, cotton, oil, dairy products, etc., is of particular mterest 
on account of the close connection of these exports with our 
financial relation to Europe. They furnish the main part of 
the exchange which enables us to draw the gold which has 
been coming ih to help the situation or to pay for gold which 
has already been drawn for credit in this country. During 
eleven months the total increase compared with 1906 was near 
ly fifty-six million dollars. 

We go into 1908 with unfortunately the clearer recollec- 
tion of a hard blow to our activity, in spite of the fact that ten: 
months out of the past twelve have been record breakers. We: 
only need to follow figures which are presented everywhere: 
by unquestioned authorities, to learn of the wonderful ability 
of our resources and wealth to talk down any arguments pre- 
sented by those who have been howling “Disaster” during the 
past eight weeks; 1908 will see a somewhat lessened business 
in most lines, but we are recovering from the late indisposi 
tion, and as there is business for all to do, and good business, 
it should be the part of all to gather impetus and start the 
year on its own feet. In the big iron trade, even with things 
now at lowest possible ebb, there are daily indications of im- 
provements and better things. The situation is such that. 
should an early turn for the better assert itself, the rebound 
will be sure and of pronounced and emphatic form
